“ASSESSMENT  EQUALIZATION 
ACT,  1953  ” 

PURSUANT  to  section  55  of  the  “Assessment 
Equalization  Act,  1953,”  being  chapter  32  of  the 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1953  (Second  Ses¬ 
sion),  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  make  the  following 
regulations,  authorized  under  Order  in  Council  No. 
1204,  approved  the  1st  day  of  June,  1954:- — 

Regulations  under  the  “Assessment 
Equalization  Act,  1953  ” 

1.  Title 

These  regulations  may  be  cited  as  the  “Assess¬ 
ment  Equalization  Act  Regulations.” 

2.  Assessments  Generally 

2-1.  All  Assessors  shall  record  assessments  on 
the  forms  provided  for  by  these  regulations  or 
such  other  forms  as  approved  from  time  to  time  by 
the  Commissioner. 

2- 2.  Assessments  shall  be  governed  by  the  use  of 
costing  classes  for  improvements  and  land  valua¬ 
tion  indexes  as  supplied  or  approved  by  the  Com¬ 
missioner. 

3.  Forms  and  Returns 

3- 1.  Assessors  shall  use  Form  A.C.  1,  styled 
“  Return  of  Landlord  and  Tenant  Improvements,” 
supplied  by  the  Commissioner,  or  such  other  form 
as  he  may  approve,  to  obtain  a  return  from  assessed 
owners  of  landlord  and  tenant  improvements  which 
are  assessable  under  this  Act  for  purposes  of  the 
assessment  to  be  made  on  the  1955  Assessment 
Roll  and  in  subsequent  years.  Wherever  possible 
Assessors  shall  make  a  physical  inspection  of  the 
landlord  and  tenant  improvements  and  prepare 
detailed  records  based  on  their  physical  inspection 
and  personal  analysis  of  the  records  of  the  com¬ 
pany,  whether  or  not  a  return  is  obtained  by  mail 
through  the  use  of  Form  A.C.  1. 

3-2.  The  Assessor  shall  complete  for  each  parcel 
assessed  on  which  landlord  and  tenant  improve¬ 
ments  are  located  a  form,  A.C.  1a,  styled  “  Record 
of  Landlord  and  Tenant  Improvements,”  in  as 
much  detail  as  the  Commissioner  may  from  time 
to  time  prescribe,  whether  the  Form  A.C.  I  is 
completed  by  the  assessed  owner  or  not.  The 
completed  Form  A.C'.  I  a  shall  constitute  the  per¬ 
manent  office  record  on  landlord  and  tenant  im¬ 
provements  on  each  parcel. 

3-3.  Every  purchaser  or  vendor,  or  his  agent, 
when  completing  an  application  for  registration  of 
real  propel  ty  pursuant  to  section  130  of  the  "  Land 


Registry  Act  ”  shall  submit  to  the  Registrar  with 
the  required  tax  certificate  a  completed  form, 
A.C.  2,  styled  “  Real  Property  Transfer  Record.” 
The  Form  A.C.  2  shall  include  and  require  the 
completion  of  such  information  with  respect  to  the 
real  property  as  the  Commissioner  may  prescribe 
from  time  to  time,  and  without  limiting  the  gener¬ 
ality  of  the  information  which  he  may  prescribe, 
it  may  include: — 

(a)  Name  of  vendor: 

(b)  Name  and  address  of  purchaser: 

(c)  Date  of  sale: 

{d)  Amount  of  actual  cash  payment  received  by 
vendor: 

(e)  Whether  or  not  there  was  any  encum¬ 
brance;  and  if  so,  amount  owing  on  first 
mortgage  and  amount  owing  on  second 
mortgage: 

(/)  Total  amount  showing  full  market  value  of 
property: 

(g)  Whether  or  not  the  full  market  value 
included  any  property  other  than  land  and 
buildings;  and  if  so,  total  value  of  real 
property  (land  and  all  buildings)  and  item¬ 
ized  valuation  of  personal  property: 

(/i)  Whether  or  not  there  was  a  trade  in  the 
transfer  of  real  or  personal  property;  and 
if  so,  type  of  property  traded  and  estimated 
market  value  thereof: 

(/)  Whether  or  not  the  transfer  included  the 
assignment  of  any  land  held  under  lease 
from  the  Crown;  and  if  so,  lease  number, 
type,  and  acreage: 

(/)  Whether  or  not  the  vendor  and  purchaser 
are  related,  or  associated  corporations: 

( k )  Whether  or  not  the  property  transfer  was 
a  forced  or  distressed  sale: 

(/)  Signature  of  vendor  or  purchaser,  or  his 
agent,  and  date  of  completion  of  this  form. 

The  Registrar  of  the  Land  Registry  Office,  on 
receipt  of  the  completed  Form  A.C.  2  from  the 
vendor  or  purchaser,  or  his  agent,  of  the  real 
property,  shall  complete  the  following  informa¬ 
tion  on  the  said  Form  A.C.  2: — 

(a)  Land  Registry  Office  reference  numbers  (i.e., 
title  or  agreement  for  sale  number) : 

( b )  Name  of  municipal  or  Provincial  assessment 
district;  office  to  which  the  completed 
original  of  Form  A.C.  2  is  to  be  mailed: 

(c)  Date  of  entry  of  information  by  Land  Reg¬ 
istry  Office. 

The  Registrar  then  shall  forward  at  his  earliest 
convenience  the  completed  original  copy  of  the 
Form  A.C.  2  to  the  Assessor  concerned,  and  the 
second  copy  of  the  Form  A.C.  2  as  completed  shall 
be  forwarded  to  the  Assessment  Commissioner, 
Parliament  Buildings,  Victoria,  B.C. 

3- 4.  On  receipt  of  the  completed  Form  A.C.  2, 
styled  “  Real  Property  Transfer  Record,”  the 
Assessor  shall  complete  such  information  thereon 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  from 
time  to  time  and  forward  the  completed  Form 
A.C.  3,  styled  “  Sales  Analysis  Record,”  to  the 
Assessment  Commissioner,  Parliament  Buildings, 
Victoria,  B.C.,  within  one  month  of  his  receipt  of 
the  Form  A.C.  2  from  the  Land  Registry  Office. 

4.  Exemptions  of  Landlord  and  Tenant 
Improvements 

4- 1.  All  residential  landlord  and  tenant  im¬ 
provements  not  used  for  industrial,  commercial, 
or  gainful  purposes  shall  be  exempt  from  assess¬ 
ment  under  the  Act. 

4-2.  Commercial  and  industrial  landlord  and 
tenant  improvements  generally  described  as  fol¬ 
lows  shall  also  be  exempt  from  assessment  under 
the  Act: — 

(a)  Bench  hand  and  small  tools: 

(/>)  Portable  power  hand-tools: 

(c)  Portable  compressors  and  pumps: 

(d)  Office  furniture  and  machines: 

(<•)  Portable  instruments: 

(/)  Motor-vehicles  and  all  rolling-stock: 

(g)  Automatic  music-boxes: 

(h)  Racks  and  cabinets: 

(/)  Stored  or  spare  equipment: 

(/)  Farm  equipment  and  vehicles: 

( A  )  First-aid  equipment : 
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(/)  All  plug-in  domestic-type  machines  not  used 
for  industrial,  commercial,  or  gainful  pur¬ 
poses  (e.g.,  radios,  television  sets,  washing- 
machines,  ironers,  refrigerators,  etc.): 

(m)  Carriers,  lift  trucks,  and  shop  mules,  ware¬ 
house  trucks  of  all  kinds: 

(n)  Portable  welders: 

(o)  Medical  and  dental  equipment: 

(p)  Show-cases  and  display-counters. 

Where  there  is  any  doubt  that  improvements  are 
assessable  or  exempt,  the  ruling  of  the  Commis¬ 
sioner,  subject  to  the  right  of  appeal  therefrom  of 
a  person  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council, 
shall  be  final. 

4-3.  Landlord  and  tenant  improvements  which 
would  otherwise  be  assessable  under  the  Act  and 
regulations  on  any  one  parcel  where  the  total 
assessed  value  of  such  improvements  does  not 
exceed  $1,000  shall  be  exempt. 

4- 4.  Where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Assessor,  land¬ 
lord  and  tenant  improvements  do  not  fall  in  the 
classes  of  exemptions  described  in  section  4-2,  he 
shall  submit  in  writing  a  list  thereof  to  the  Com¬ 
missioner  for  his  ruling. 

5.  Assessed  Value  Returns  by  the 
Commissioner 

5- 1.  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  55 
(2)  (d)  of  the  Act,  the  Commissioner  shall  not 
be  required  to  certify  the  assessed  value  for  each 
municipal  corporation  or  portion  thereof  and  each 
rural  area  within  a  school  district  as  confirmed  at 
the  1954  Courts  of  Revision,  or  on  appeal  there¬ 
from,  to  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Education  by  July 
1st,  1954.  In  lieu  thereof  he  shall  certify  the 
assessed  values  for  each  municipal  corporation  or 
portion  thereof  and  each  rural  area  within  a  school 
district  as  completed  for  the  1955  Assessment  Roll 
on  December  31st,  1954,  to  the  Deputy  Minister 
of  Education  not  later  than  January  15th,  1955. 
The  provisions  of  section  53  shall  apply  in  1955 
and  in  succeeding  years.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.
